The County Engineer submitted a 
report covering in detail the allot 
ment of estimated’read and bridge 
funds for 1932. During the reading 
of the report, opportunity was giv­ 
en to anyone interested to discuss 
the recommendations as made. Th? 
report itself, indicated 
the 
new 
Engineer, Mr. E. S. Rankin, to be 
a man of considerable experience 
and developed only two points for 
discussion. 
Mr. E. O. Franks, Outing, Minn 
objected strenuously to the partial 
substitution of motor maintenance 
for man and team, especially dur­ 
ing the present depression. 
The only other objection develop­ 
ed over the optional recommenda­ 
tion covering the improvement cf 
State Aid Road No. I or State Aid 
stone, supported by Anderson, mov- 
to exercise optional recommenda­ 
tion covering improvement of State 
Aid Road No. 4. Motion lost, Com 
missioners Lowey, Dewing and Hol- 
vick dissenting.

Motion by Lowey seconded by 
Johnstone to acept the following 
report as a basis for R. & B. ex­ 
penditures for year 1932: 
Being some what unfamiliar with 
the various phases of highway con­ 
struction and maintenance in this 
county, I am as yet not prepared 
to give to you a complete report as 
to a definite program to be followed 
along the lines of future construe 
tion for any extended period. 
However, I believe that at this 
time it is my duty to give to you 
in so far as I can, some recommen­ 
dations which I believe are funda­ 
mental for the successful develop­ 
ment of your highway system and 
for an efficient 
and 
economical 
means of administering the expan 
ditures of the funds which are and 
may be available for this purpose. 
I have only covered your county 
system once and therefore am not 
prepared to go into details regard­ 
ing certain conditions peculiar to 
any one road or any section of the 
county. I have However arrived at 
some definite ideas as to what are 
the general conditions of your roads 
and that I believe at this time, it 
is necessary to try to outline to you 
some of the things that arc essen­ 
tial in order to go about effectively 
and efficiently to 
build 
up 
and 
economically maintaining an ade­ 
quate system of State Aid and 
County Aid Highways in Crow 
Wing county, I will list my recom­ 
mendations separately as follows. 
Your State Aid Road mileage now 
totals 142.8 miles and your county 
aid system about 225.32 miles, this 
aid system about 225.32 miles; this 
roads which must be constructed 
and maintained by the county. Your 
maintenanco expenditures for 1931 
was $71,381.00 whi i I believe to ba 
far more than should be n e c e s s a r y 
With the mileage of roads you al­ 
ready have in your system I can 
not help but recommend that you 
absolutely refrain f^om designat­ 
ing any more new roads to this 
mileage for some time to come or 
until a considerable amount of your 
present mileage has been improved. 
A good deal of the State Aid mil­ 
eage has only been turnpiked or 
was built tbout ten or fifteen years 
ago when construction standards 
were much lighter than they are 
today. This was due to the fact 
at that time, that traffic require­ 
ments we.a not as great and al&o 
to the fact that there was very lit­ 
tle mileage of improved roads of 
any kind and the funds ava’.labia 
were of necessity required to reach 
farther than sound construction 
practices would have permittj.i. 
These light constructed roads have 
had to stand the wear and tear of 
constantly increasing traffic and 
with no other surface than gravel 
or sand clay have just become worn 
out until their surface is below the 
natural ground. 
In many cases, I would recom­ 
mend that your State Aid Roads be 
constructed 
where 
necessary to 
present day standards and require­ 
ments. 
I would also recommend 
that this be done with a view to 
making use of a tar or oil surface 
on the heavier travelled roads os 
soon as funds are available. These 
recommendations also apply to your 
county aid roads. 
Most of these 
roads however are only of a tu r> 
pike nature and are unfit for sur­ 
facing before the subgrade is put in 
better condition. 
I would recommend all of your 
construction work be done by con­ 
tract. 
That you consolidate the 
jobs from year to year in ae few 
as practicable. 
In this way you 
can get a cheaper set of unit prices 
and your entire work will be done 
cheaper. 
It will cost the contractor less to 
move when larger jobs are planned 
and let, and consequently this bene­ 
fit will be passed on to the county. 
I would recommend that all work 
for the year following be decide 
upon at the July meeting. 
This 
gives 
the 
engineers 
department 
sufficient time to make the neces­ 
sary surveys in the fall and the 


plans and estimates prepared dur­ 
ing the winter months. 
Then thu 
contracts can be i?t .in the spri.ig 
as soon as the work can commence. 
In this way a system can be folio. 
ed which in a few years will bring 
the desired and lasting results. 
I would emphatically deny in .1- 
vidual and township contributions 
from the road and bridge or county 
aid funds unless it -was absolutely 
necessary and 
entirely justified 
This is a practice that has be i i 
discontinued in most counties, due 
to the fact that one contribution 
leads to further demands from oth­ 
ers and it doesn’t take long before 
serious inroads are made into your 
road and bridge finances which can 
not help but cripple your program 
and will lead to extravtgance and 
waste in the use of public funds. 
I would recommend that all ex­ 
penditures from both the Road and 
Bridge fund and County Aid Funds 
be placed on a budget basis. The 
engineer should be required to sub­ 
mit on July 1st to the county board 
a report on what he considers is 
necessary and should be done the 
following year. 
Then the Boar 
with the Engineer, should decide as 
near as possible what will be dor 
and fix the levy accordingly. 
At 
the January meeting the engineer 
should submit his esimated budget 
for the coming year and after due 
consideration on the part of the 
Board it should be adopted witn 
whatever corrections and changes 
they believe are necessary. In no 
case should the approved budge 
exceed the 
estimated 
available 
funds for the year it is drawn. Af­ 
ter the budget is once approved and 
adopted it should be adhered to at 
closely aa possible. 
From the time of its adoption no 
appropriations of any kind should 
be made unles it is for an emergen 
cy or some work that it is absolute­ 
ly necessary if the same is not in­ 
cluded in the original budget. This 
will be an absolute check on the 
expenditures of funds and will as 
sure the Board and the tax payers 
of the county that no great amount 
of expenditures can be made unless 
there are sufficient funds available 
to meet them. It will insure a pay 
as you go policy which I believe at 
this or any other time is a safe and 
sane method in the conduct of pub­ 
lic as well as private business. It 
would give the engineer full con 
trol over the organizing of his de­ 
partment and as to the entire main 
tenance and construction forces a' 
so. He should be given authority 
to remove or hire any employee 
coming under his supervision 
would follow his advice and recom 
mendations as far as possible if 
they are reasonable and hold him 
responsible for them. 
In the m atter of maintenance 
would recommend that 
this 
ex­ 
pense be held to the lowest pose! 
hie figure. This can be done by the 
introduction of better construction 
methods, the 
elimination 
of all 
work that is not necessary or that 
can be cared for at some future 
time under construction 
and 
by 
more economical methods used. 
The practice of doing small con­ 
struction jobs and charging it to 
maintenance is an expensive prac 
Hee and one that should be discour­ 
aged. It is better to take a section 
of road and absolutely build it pro­ 
perly than to be continually p a t t ­ 
ing. With the patch method, by t it-, 
time you have covered the road it 
it time to begin all over again. Jt 
is the same as adding new parts to 
a worn out machine. 
I believe that the use of power 
maintenance will give the county 
a much cheaper and better class of 
maintenance. 
This has been the 
experience of all counties and states 
that have adopted' it I would rec 
ommend * the purchase of at least 
one new power 
maintainer 
this 
year and the probable rebuilding 
of the one you have at present 
This office has done considerate 
work in the consolidation of many 
of the team maintenance section. 
The F. W. D. truck u n it'has been 
assigned to 36.75 miles on State Aid 
Roads No. I and. 2 and County Aid 
Road No. 3. This has resulted in a 
certain team sections being replac­ 
ed by this unit. Other factions have 
been lengthened not to exceed 8 
miles on the average and by so do­ 
ing we have eliminated about 23 
team patrols. The former total was 
71. 
There a rt still a total of 48 
team sections. 
These men have 
been notified of their appointment, 
which will be only aa long as their 
services are satisfactory and re­ 
quired. The scale of pa 
has bern 
reduced from 60 cents per hour to 
50 cents per hour for man and 
team or at the rate of SO cents for 
man hours and 20 cents for team 
hours. • 
I would recommend an early pur­ 
chase of a small delivery truck of 
one half or three fourths ton size 
for use as a survey truck. A rn id­ 
em closed car is very unsatisfac­ 
tory for this purpose as there 5s 
no room for instruments, pickets, 
rods, axes, stakes and the various 
tools necessary to making prelim­ 
inary surveys or for staking con­ 
structions Jobs, gravel pit testing 
and etc. *. small panel type is the 
usual kind used as all instruments 
and todls can be kept under cover. 
In regard to the operation of the 
Holt tractors and blade graders, I 
also feel uiat this is an item of ex­ 
pense that should be checked. 
I 
understand that the county has 
been renting these tractors to the 
townships for $5.00 per hpur when 
the actual operation expenses have 
been $6.00 per hour or bettef. Evi­ 


dently the county i3 losing $1.00 an J Board study this budget carefully j Be It Resolved, that the County

I do not say but that thrse 
machines have done much towards 
opening up trails and turnpiking 
many miles of roads and thus mak­ 
ing it possible to make passable a 
large road mileage at a low cost. 
Yet I d ubt the wisdom 
of 
the 
continuing to maintain these old 
machines and operate them for the 
townships at a loss when the town­ 
ships or the county 
could 
have 
them cheaper. It was different so ne 
years ; go when there were few 
caterpillar tractors to* be had, but 
today any number of them ran be 
obtained for hire at 
less 
money 
than one can operate hts ow: 
At 
the present time I can see no par­ 
ticular use that the 
county will 
have for them this season and since 
only one township has applied for 
about one and one-half miles of 
turnpilcing done, it does not seem 
as tho it would pay to hire opera­ 
tors for either one of them. I woul I 
recommend that they be disposed 
of in some way if it is possible to 
do so to some advantage, either by 
sale or trade in on 
some 
newer 
and more useful equipment. 
At 
any rate I would not advocate tile 
continuation of their operation by 
the county for the townships or 
others unless the actual cost of op­ 
eration was paid into the county 
and the money deposited before go­ 
ing onto the work. 
I have prepared a statement 
showing the total anticipated re­ 
ceipts that will accrue to the county 
Road A Bridge Fund and the Coun­ 
ty Aid Road Fund.

1931. 
It is proposed I

would also oil 4.1 miles on the same 
No. 5 and either oil 4.64 miles on 
State Aid Road No. 4 north from 
Crosby or improve State Aid Road 
No. I south of Brainerd. 
This is 
one of the roads that 
I 
believe 
should be partially rebuilt before 
surfacing expense is placed on it. 
It is a very heavily traveled road 
and was lightly constructed in the 
first place and consequently greatly 
worn down. I would recommend a 
light coat of gravel be placed on 
County Aid Road No. ll for about 
7 or 7Vt miles. I would as far .s 
funds permitted build 
parts 
of 
County Aid roads 2 or 3 or 15. The&o 
are all of the improvements I be­ 
lieve that should be undertaken 
this season with the exception of 
course of an unfinished contract on 
County Aid Road No. 5 that will 
be completed. 
I do not believe there should bt 
undertaken at this time any more 
if we are to meet the existing de­ 
ficit and other neeeasary expenses 
I would appreciate if the Board 
would see fit to adopt 
a budget 
along the lines I have drawn and 
submitted and then afterwards to 
endeavor to adhere strictly to it in 
so far as it is possible to do so.
